Boston  College  Unit,  SCSU   1189 

Statement 

On  July  5,  1943,  the  President  of  the  College  was  officially  informed 
by  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  First  Service  Command  that  Boston 
College  had  been  selected  as  one  of  the  institutions  participating  in  The 
Army  Specialized  Training  Program.  Basic  Engineering  and  Foreign 
Area  and  Language  were  the  two  curricula  assigned  to  the  College.  On 
the  same  day,  the  Dean  of  the  College  was  appointed  Coordinator  of 
the  program.  On  July  7,  Major  John  R.  Canavan,  F.A.,  arrived  to  take 
up  his  duties  as  Commandant  of  the  Boston  College  Unit  No.  1189. 
The  first  group  of  soldier  students  arrived  on  Monday,  July  26,  taking 
up  their  living  quarters  in  St.  Mary's  Hall,  which  previously  had  been 
evacuated  by  the  Jesuit  Faculty.  During  this  and  the  following  week 
these  soldiers  and  other  new  arrivals  were  interviewed  and  placed  ac- 
cording to  the  ability  of  the  individual.  Refresher  courses  were  inaugu- 
rated for  the  benefit  of  those  who  needed  such. 

On  Monday,  August  9,  formal  classes  were  opened  in  both  programs, 
taking  care  of  432  soldier  students.  French,  German  and  Spanish  are 
being  taught  in  the  Language  Program. 

Weekly  quizzes,  monthly  tests  and  term  examinations  are  held  to 
determine  the  ability  and  progress  of  the  individual.  On  the  outcome 
of  these,  recommendations  are  made  for  the  separation  from  or  con- 
tinuance in  the  unit.  In  this  work  the  newly  established  Guidance  Office 
and  Testing  Bureau  is  of  invaluable  assistance.
